Dea Great Mxn-—- Reverdy 
Killed bya Fall. 
BALTMORE, Feb. 11, — Reverdy 
Johnson had argued a case in court 
and was unusually brilli.nt at dinner 
with Gov. Carroll whose guest he 
was. He took one glass of maderia 
during dinner. After dinner he 
went to the parlor, while Governor 
Carroll and other guests went to 
another room to smoke. It was sup- 
Mr. Johnsen was taking bis 
itual sleep after dinner. Pres- 
ently a servant beckoned the Gov- 
ernor out. Mr. Johnson had fallen 
tothe carriage way which passes 
under the porch ofthe mansion. He 
was dead, bleeding profusely froma 
wound on the right side of the head 
and face. His skull was fractured, a 
finger dislocated, and bruises and 
cutson his arms and legs. He was 
born in 1896. .

Reyerdy Johuson’s Death—Theory 
of its Cause. 

ANNAPOLIS, Mp., Feb. 11.—So 
sudden and unexpected was the 
death of Reverdy Johnson after bis 
appearance in the State Library and 
about the State House yesterday 
while the Legislature was in session, 
apparently in full health, that the 
community has not recovered from 


the shock. Dr. Lewis H. Steiner, ) 


State Senator from Frederick coun- 
ty, a distinguished physician and 
chief Inspector of{the Sanitany Com- 
mission in the army of the Potomac 
during the late war, who examined 
the body shortly after it was found, 
gives the following as his theory of 
the cause of death: Mr. Johrson 
either stumbled overx a of coal, 
or being seized with veriigo or in- 
cipient symptoms of apoplexy, and 
striving to save himself, stumbled to- 
wards the west, staggering along by 
the northerly side of the Executive 
Mansion, at each step his body gain- 
ing additional momentum; so that 
having reached the door leading into 
the basement, he swayed around to 
the south and fell, striking his head 
against the saarp corner of the 
granite of the base course of the house 
which gave the first viound on the 
head. Reaching the pavemen t, 
made of rough cobble stones, a sec- 
ond wound was received in front of 
the first. At this instant, probably, 
the bones of the nose were fractured, 
and one joint of the second finger of 
the right hand was dislocated. 
Whether the after struggles account 
for abrasions on the knees and fin- 
gers of the left hand canrot be posi- 
tively asserted. although it is prob- 
ably that the wouods in the scalp 


were accompanied with fractures of } 


the externals hones of the cranium, 
aecompanied with probable rupture 
of some of the arteries at the base: 
death must have resulted almost in- 
stantly. Mr. Gwynn, Attorney-Gen- 
eral. of the State, and son-in-law of 
Nr. Johnson, is of the opinion that 
he was seized with yertigo and fell, 
as.he had a similar attack lasting 
three hours while attending trials in 
South Carolina sever: 1 years since.
